.Arrest warrants in murder of Goman Jew 


NUREMBERG (AP). — A court 
here yesterday issued arrest war- 
rants against the founder of a ban- 
ned neo-Nazi “defence sports 
-group” and his woman friend in 
connection with the murder of a 
Jewish publisher and Us life’s com- 
panion. 

The local prosecutor asked that 
arrest warrants be issued against 
Kari-Heinz Hoffman,- 42, and Fran- 
ziska Birkmann, 34, who were jailed 
in June under suspicion of 
membership in a criminal gang. 

A spokesman declined to give 
details about the arrest warrants “in 
the interest of further in- 


vestigations.” Unconfirmed 
rumours said a third suspect may be 
involved. 


Shlomo Levin, 67, and his compa- 
nion, Frida Poeschke, 37, were shot 
dead inside the Jewish publisher's 
Erlangen home on December 19 in 
what police then said looked like an 
execution. 


Levin was the owner of "Ner 
Tamid” (Eternal Light) publishing 
company in Erlangen, a university 
city just west of Nuremberg, where 
he published Jewish and other 
documents. Poeschke was the 
widow of a former Erlangen mayor.

Yahdav yesterday issues its most 
strongly-worded statement to dale, 
in which the kibbutz movement was - 
bitterly attacked.

The Yahdav statement, which, is 
sure to fan Labour's flames even 
further, accused the kibbutz move--' 
ment's leadership of* waging .a 
violent verbal war against Yahdav 
and with threatening to boycott the 
Labour Party if Speiser is elected 
secretary-general. Yahdav, the 
statement declared, would not take 


this lying down. The statement dis- 
tinguishes between the kibbutz 
movement with “its glorious past 
and present,” and its leadership 
which “hides behind a cloak of in- 
nocence while conducting a no- 
holds-barred war to the finish. 

“ft is no coincidence that kibbutz 
movement leader Mum Harif was 
the one who led his supporters into 
(he Beit Beri group which strove to 
win control of the party for an elite, 
and to push aside the party’s Orien- 
tal members and representatives of 
development areas," the statement 
continued. 

The kibbutz movement was cal- 
led upon to remember that Labour 
k a democratic party in which all 
members have the right to stand for 
office. “The majority," the state- 
ment concluded, "will have the final 
word and will not submit to the dic- 
tates of an elitist minority.”

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U.S. warning to Libya

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. 
said its navy fighters shot down 
two Libyan jets over the 
Mediterranean yesterday, and 
protested to Libya against its

about 100 kilometres oft the Libyan 
coast. 

The Americans responded by 
shooting down the Libyan aircraft 
with Sidewinder heat-seeking mis- 
siles. and the Tomcats returned 
safely to the Nimitz, the U.S. ac- 
count said. 

Later Libyan statements said 
eight U.S. planes had attacked the 
two Libyan jets, and one American 
plane was shot down. The Libyan 
planes had been on reconnaissance 
in the Gulf of Sirte at the time, 
Libya said. Libya lays claim to the 
area within a 200-mile territorial 
limit of its coast. 

The Libyan statements, issued by 
the official news agency Jana, did 
not specifically admit the loss of the 
two SU-22s, but a spokesman from 
the Libyan People's Bureau (embas- 
sy) in London said they had been 
shot down. 

A State Department spokesman 
said the U.S. Sixth Fleet was not in 


(he disputed waters off the Libya 
coast seeking a confrontation with 
Libya, but was only engaging in 
previously announced routine naval 
exercises. 

Following the incident, the State 
Department issued a new advisory 
to oil firms employing'mtuiy of the 
estimated 2,500 Americans in Libya 
to leave because of the 
“deteriorating conditions” between 
Washington and Tripoli. 

But spokesman Alan Romberg 
declined to say if there is any 
heightened sense of urgency to the

Surgeons at Hadassah University 
Hospital in Jerusalem's Ein Kerem 
yesterday saved three fingers of a 
Beduin boy, which were severed by 
a train on Tuesday.

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Subsidy reserve gone, 
price rises expected

There is no money left in the state 
coffers to subsidize basic com- 
modities. electricity, water or public 
transportation, and the government 
must now decide whether to use up 
its budgetary reserve or raise prices 
very soon. 

It appears that the government 
will raise basic commodity prices 
within the next few days, or by next 
week at the latest. This liming 
would avoid a sudden rise too near 
the coming holidays and would also 
enable the Treasury - to soak up ex- 
cess funds from the public. 

Finance Minister Yoram Aridor 
has recently come under intense 
pressure from ministry experts to 
raise prices. It is felt in the Treasury 
that the time is now ripe for such in- 
creases. since the August consumer 
price index will be relatively low 
and the September index is ex- 
pected to be much higher. The 
T re a sun can be expected to dump 
at least part of the necessary in- 
creases on the August index. 

A budget request made by Aridor 
to the Knesset Finance Committee 
shows the subsidy on electricity to 
be 1S775 million for the first quarter 


of the fiscal year. This figure in- 
cludes 'an Electric Corporation 
deficit of IS 105m. carried over from 
last year, attributed mainly to over- 
ly moderate rate increases. 

’ Government figures show that 
the total electricity subsidy — in- 
cluding fuel for power generation — 
is today 40 per cent. This means that 
for every shekel the consumer pays 
on an electricity bill the govern- 
ment adds 40 agorot. 

According to these figures, and 
given the government's subsidy 
reserve of IS6 billion, it is now dear 
that there is no money left for sub- 
sidies. The government began several 
weeks ago to subsidize basic com- 
modities and services from the general 
budget reserve. 

Aridor has requested the Finance 
Committee to transfer immediately 
!S250m. for subsidizing water out of 
this year's water subsidy budget of 
IS900m. According to the projected 
need for water subsidy, the present 
rate will be about lS60m. over the 
budget. 

It should be pointed out that the 
SO- 1 50 per cent subsidy rate on 
basic commodities is still an un- 
precedented boon for the con- 
sumer.

Development towns— why they stay away

A controversy has broken out 
' between the Housing Ministry and 
the Ministry of Labour and Social 
AfTairs over whether lack of hous- 
ing or the lack of employment and 
services is keeping people away 
from development towns. 

Earlier this week, the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs published 
figures showing that 4,980 families 
had applied to live in selected 
development towns over the last 
two years, when there were a total 
of only 415 vacant apartments 
available. _ 

Another 10,000 families applied 
to move to other development 
towns aL the ministry's Develop- 
ment Towns Advisory Bureau dur- 
ing the course of 1980. But only 
2,500 of the families actually made 
the move, according to ministry 
figures. 

Bureau director Zohar Gindei 
said that he estimated that at least 
50 per cent of the applicants would 


have moved to development towns 
if housing and employment had 
been available. "The employment 
situation in development towns has 
not been as bad as claimed in the 
media over the last year,” he said. 
“But it has not made possible the 
absorption of large numbers of 
workers." 

At the same Lime, he added, there 
were no apartments available in 
some development towns, such as 
Eilat -or Yeroham. Applicants fre- 
quently had to wait up to six months 
and. in the meantime, they found 
other jobs and homes, he said. 

A total of 1400 famDies applied to 
move to the Galilee town of Ma'alot 
near the Lebanese border during a 
government registration campaign. 
But there were only 230 apartments 
available and about 250 job vacan- 
cies. said Gindei. 

Another 1500 families applied to 
move to Shlomi. which is situated 
between Nahariya and the 
Lebanese border. But here there 
were only 73 apartments available 
and a similar number of jobs. 


In a recent registration campaign, 
180 families applied to live in the 
Negev development town of 
Mhzpeh Ramon where there were 
only 50 apartments available. 

Yesterday, however, Eli Nataf, 
director of the Housing Ministry's 
property and housing department, 
accused Gindei of “playing games 
with figures.” He said that only a 
small proportion or families who ap- 
plied to the bureau were firmly 
committed to moving to develop- 
ment towns. 

He said thaL the ministry's con- 
struction programmes are designed 
to provide a surplus ot apartments 
in development towns. People don't 
move to these towns because of a 
lack of jobs and adequate services. 
"I don't think anyone has failed to 
move because he couldn’t find an 
apartment,” he said. 

According to ministry figures for 
the end of March this year, for ex- 
ample. there were 236 empty apart- 
ments in Ma'alot, with another 50 to 
100 unsold apartments under con- 
struction. 
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Hefziba Sharvit and her husband wanted one more child to add to their 
four, but were grateful — and surprised — when she gave birth yester-

Healthy quintuplets bom 
to Petah Tikva woman

PETAH TIKVA. — A 37-year-old 
mother of four gave birth yesterday 
to a healthy set ot quintuplets and 
doctors said all five — three boys 
and two girls — have a good chance 
of survival. 

“The mother and babies are 
fine," a doctor at Sharon Hospital 
in -Petah Tikva raid after Hefziba 
Sharvit gave birth to the quintuplets 
by caesarean section. 

Sharvit was in her seventh month 
of pregnancy and undergoing hor- 
monal treatment when she went 
into labour, doctors said. The 
delivery lasted 30 minutes, with 
the babies coming three to four 
minutes apart. 

Two of the quintuplets weighed 
1,400 grams each, two weighed 


1,200 grams and the fifth weighed 
920 grams at birth. Two of the 
babies are being cared for in the 
children '5 intensive care unit, but 
are not considered in danger. 

“We wanted another child," said 
Hefziba Sharvit, who already has 
four children at home, aged 4, 12, 14 
and 16. “Thank God," she said. 

Her husband, who had been' 
reading Psalms and praying for a 
safe birth outside the delivery room 
added: “We hadn't expected quin- 
tuplets, but we thought there might 
be twins." 

The National Insurance Institute

vits with a special multiple birth 
grant of IS 10,846. The now nine- 
cnild family will receive a monthly 
Nil child allowance of IS4.000. 


Major police traffic crackdown in the capital

Hebrew Lit now needed for bagrut

The Education Ministry’s 
Pedagogical Secretariat has decided 
to re-introduce compulsory ex- 
aminations in Hebrew literature as 
part of the bagrut (matriculation) 
examinations in the coming school 
year. 

The decision, announced on 
Tuesday, means that all high school 


graduates who want a bagrut cer- 
tificate must sit for an exam on at 
least the minimal Hebrew literature 
course. The decision was reached 
after various educators warned that 
making the subject an elective had 
caused a substantial drop in the 
number of pupils studying it. This, 
they said, meant that fewer and 
fewer graduates had any knowledge 
of Hebrew literature.

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Photographer goes on trial 
for fraud, molesting women 


TEL AVIV (him). — A man ac- 
cused of molesting young women 
who wanted to be photographed for 
a commercial catalogue while 
secretly filming them on video went 
on trial at the District Court here 
yesterday. 

The prosecution wanted the ac- 
cused, Daniel Granot, 58, held until 
the end of his trial. But Judge Zvi 
Hacohen will rule on this request 
only today when some of the 150 
houre of video allegedly filmed by 
Granot are to be screened in court. 
The court was yesterday packed 
with spectators who expected some 
of Granot' s video films to be shown. 

Granot Is accused of fraud, extor- 
tion. distributing pornography, hav- 
ing intercourse with minors and sex- 
ually molesting them. 

According to the prosecution he 
published an advertisement in new- 
spapers calling for “beautiful girls” 
to be photographed for a catalogue. 

The charge sheet says that 171 
women answered Granot's adver- 


tisement. He asked them to change 
into what the prosecution calls 
"minimal dress" and then promised 
to send them IS600 if the pictures 
were "successful.” 

He then allegedly said he had to 
touch their breasts and genitals “to 
get the right expression” for the pic- 
tures. Granot is accused of fraud 
because he allegedly never paid the 
women and because he allegedly 
photographed them, without their 
knowledge or consent. 

He is also accused of locking up 
the woman he lived with in his flat 
and filming intercourse with her. 
When she left him, the prosecution 
says, he threatened to distribute 
these films to her friends and actual- 
ly carried out his threat. 

Granot denies all the charges, 
saying that all the women in ques- 
tion “knew exactly what they were 
doing.” His attorney, Zvi Udsky, 
asked the court to reject the 
prosecution's request to lock him 
up till the end of the trial. 


In-laws’ habits do not justify divorce 


The Supreme Court has ruled, in 
a precedent-making decision, that a 
wife's aversion to the culture and 
habits of her parents-in-law cannot 
justify her abandoning her husband. 

The decision was handed down in 
the case of a woman of German 
parentage who was married to a 
teacher of Iranian origin. The 
woman maintained that die could 
not adjust to her husband's family 
because of “differences in mentality 
and habits." 

Following repeated clashes, the 
two separated and the woman 
demanded alimony. A district court 
awarded the wife alimony on the' 
basis of her contention that a wife 
does not have to suffer the presence 
of her in-laws if these cause her 
deep suffering. 

The husband appealed the judg- 


ment in the Supreme Court, which 
has now reversed the lower court’s 
ruling. 

J ustice Meir Shamgar ruled that a 
husband need not pay alimony un- 
less a wife fulfils all her obligations 
towards him. When a wife abandons 
her home without a “clear and 
justified reason — (the husband) 
need not pay alimony. She must 
prove that the cause of her depar- 
ture does not lie in her but in an ob- 
jective factor.” 

According to Justice Shamgar, 
the wife in this case failed to prove 
that her in-laws had schemed 
against her. The fact that her in- 
laws’ customs and habits bothered ’ 
her is insufficient reason for aban- 
doning her nusband, said Justice 
Shamgar. (Itim)

Bombing threat in 
Manhattan skyscraper 

NEW YORK (UPI). — A former 
Internal Revenue Service 
employee, who claimed he had a 
bomb strapped to his body, forced 
the removal of hundreds of people 
from seven floors or a Manhattan 
skyscraper on Tuesday before he 
surrendered to a priest and police.

Top Rumanian official fired 
after family asks to leave 


VIENNA (Reuter). — The Rumanian Communist Party on Tuesday 
dropped veteran member Leo me Rautu from the ruling executive 
political committee, saying some members of his family wanted to leave 
the country. 

In a report on a meeting of the 27-member committee, the official 
news agency Agerpres said Rautu. 71, was also dismissed from his post 
as rector of a party training college. 

Agerpres said both decisions were taken at Rautu's request, “taking 
. imn'accounl. Leonte. Rautu's family sftuatiort. wh ich was jcreueid # 
result of requests by.^omc of his directT^Siyes to leavirthe countiyTor-f 
"good.” Rautu is of -Jewish-descent. The report did not specify which of ' 
Rautu's relatives had asked to emigrate. 

But the executive committee session, presided over by party chief 
Nicolae Ceauscscu. said that party members were “responsible for the 
patriotic revolutionary education of their families, of their sons and 
daughters in particular.*’ Agerpres said. 

In a speech last Saturday. Ceausesctr called for more effective 
propaganda to dissuade Rumanians from defecting to the West in search 
• of an easier lire and more money. 

More than 350,000 Jews have left Rumania over the past 25 years and 
the community now- numbers only about 33.000 with applications for 
visas to emigrate to Israel continuing steadily, according to Jewish 
leaders in Bucharest. 

Rautu served on the party's ruling Politburo, later named the Political 
Executive Committee, almost without a break since 1955, first as an 
alternate and from 1965 as a full member. He was a deputy prime 
minister from 1969 ip 1972. 

He joined the parly when still a student, becoming a full member in 
1931. and after several months imprisonment in 1937 was appointed 
editor-in-chief of the official party newspaper Scinteia. 

Rautu became a full member of the party’s central committee-in 1948. 
and was a central committee secretary from 1965 to 1969. He was ap- 
pointed rector of the party's Stefan Gheorghiu Academy for training 
leading officials in 1972. 


Turkish rightists face death penalty 


ANKARA (Reuter). — One of the 
most influential figures in recent 
Turkish politics, former colonel 
Alpaslan Turkes, went on trial for 
his life yesterday accused of plotting 
a right-wing coup. 

Turkes. 64, and more than 550 
other defendants, watched by 
armed troops, crowded into a 
specially-built modern courtroom at 
Maraak military compound on the 
outskirts of the capital. 

The prosecutor has demanded 
the death penalty .for Turkes and 
219 other leaders and militants of 
his Nationalist Movement Party 
(NMP), which is held responsible 
for much of the right-wing violence 
that preceded a military coup last 
September. 

The 945-page indictment includes 
a catalogue of murders and political 
attacks, many of them linked to 


Turkes, who served twee as deputy 
prime minister in the 1970s. It says 
the NMP established a network of 
armed youth groups throughout the 
country. 

The NMP’s militant youths, 
named the Idealists and the Grey 
Wolves, controlled whole districts 
of cities and towns by rule of the 
gun in the violent late 1970s, when 
leftist and rightist groups defied 
martial taw and fought a virtual civil 
war in the streets. '

PARIS (AP). — Anti-Khomeini Ira- 
nian commandos who seized an Ira- 
nian gunboat have lamed over con- 
trol of ihe vessel to the French 
Navy, a communique from the 
French government said yesterday. 

A ■ communique from the 
presidential Bysee Palace sard the . 
49-mcirc missile boat Tabartm 
would be returned lo' Iranian 
authorities. 

The commandos, members of ihe 
Iranian exile group Azadcgan. have 
left the boat and are an French ier- 
- rhory , the commumqfie said. ■ 

France has said ft wilt neither ex- 
tradite nor expel the commandos, 
said to number about 20. 

The boat, captured Iasi Thursday 
off the coa$t of Spain, was docked 
at the French Mediterranean 
military port of Toulon. -The 
Tabarzin steamed into French , ter- 
ritorial waters on Tuesday and 
anchored outside the port of 
Marseille. 

The commandos had threatened 
to blow up the gunboaL if French 
authorities refused their demands 
for fuel and food.

“I contacted the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs in America and 
asked them if I could come to the 
United Stales as a political 
refugee,” Bani-Sadr said. “I 
received a response that said I could 
come, but for the moment I’m here. 
I don't very much like Mr. Reagan, 
you know. 

“And the people (of Iran) are 
now being informed." Bani-Sadr 
added. “My voice is being heard. 
When I give interviews, they are 
reprinted and distributed. The peo- 
ple also hear them on foreign broad- 
casts.”

It is worse today than it was even 
two months ago. 

“They knew that 1, as a former 
president there in the wings, 
represented a permanent danger to 
the regime: that when discontent- 
ment rose lo an unacceptable level, 
I would replace them all. 

“There was only one solution, 
and that was to destroy me political- 
ly. which Khomeini did, and to ex- 
exute me. He succeeded in destroy- 
ing me, but not in executing me.”

The request was made by Opera- 
tion P&sh, according to the Rev. 
George Riddick, a vice-president of 
the organization. Operation Push 
was among civil rights groups that 
have warned that they will disrupt 
the match because of South Africa's 
apartheid policy.

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Fashion week opens on sour note 

Bad times for exports 


By LEA LEV AVI 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The government's 
economic policies are destroying 
Israel's exports. Yoram Ragor- 
sitsky. chairman of the Export In- 
stitute, complained on Tuesday at a 
pres>. conference heralding 
Fashion Week which starts next 
Monday. 

He said exchange rate insurance 
was too little too late. Over 90 per 
cent oT fashion exports are to 
Europe, whereas the dollar com- 
prises 34 per cent of the “currency 
basket" on which the insurance is 
based. As a result, fashion exporters 
receive only 6 per cent compensa- 
tion from the insurance instead of 
the 16 per cent they say they would 
gel if the insurance were calculated 
on a different basis — such as on the 
currency of the country to which 
the merchandise is being exponed 
instead of on the whole “basket.'' 

Ragorsitsky told the story of a 
customer from Germany who 
laughed when offered the same dol- 
lar price us last year. That would be 
25 per cent more in German marks, 

. and the customer was only willing to 


pay 8 or 9 per cent more than lost 
year's price. .The result was a break- 
even situation for the Israeli seller, 
who had worked hurd to open this 
market and didn't want to lose the 
order, he said. 

Huna Weiss of the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade explained 
earlier that the dollar value 'of 
fashion exports hud gone down by 
14 per cent in the first half of 1981 
but that the actual amount of 
merchandise exported hod gone up. 
A spurt of local demand was keep- 
ing production up, and even re- 
quired the hiring of new workers, 
she said. 

“The trouble is that the govern- 
ment always thinks backwards to 
what already happened, and we ex- 
porters have to think about tomor- 
row and six months from now and 
next year." Ragorsitsky said. 
“That's why Hana is optimistic and 
we paint the more pessimistic pic- 
ture." 

Fashion Week will open on Mon- 
day at the Hyatt Hotel in Tel Aviv. 
About 200 buyers are expected ;

■California fights fruit fly 


. PATTERSON, California (AP). — 
Farmers in the San Joaquin Valley 
launched their own pesticide- 
spraying planes against the Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly. and state officials 
said lust Monday that a quarantine 
on the area would last at least 140 
■days. 

Despite the 680-square-kilometre 
. .quarantine aimed at protecting the 
state's 14-bi I lion-do Har-a-y ear 

agriculture industry from the Medf- 
Jy. Stanislaus County agriculture 
commissioner Hugh Sinclair said 
produce shipments appeared “pret- 
ty much normal right now." 

. Meanwhile, the Japanese 
Ministry of Agriculture, Forestry 
and Fisheries announced that Japan 
has asked the U.S. to restrict ship- 
ments of some California fruits 
starting yesterday. 

Ministry officials said that Japan 
does not want oranges, lemons, 
grapef rail and other fleshy 1 fruit 
from quarantined areas in Califor- 


nia until the Medfly infestation 
problem is solved. 

Hie South Korean government 
also ordered that 2 per cent of all 
imported citrus fruits be held for ex- 
amination. starting last Tuesday. 
Officials of the Korean Agricultural 
Ministry said no other restrictions 
would be enforced until the results 
of the sampling are known. 

California officials said they ex- 
pected to save most of the valley's 
tomato crop because it is ready to 
be processed — which eliminates 
the need for fumigation as required 
by the quarantine — and because 
other, green-picked tomatoes are 
exempt from the quarantine. 

The state has been fighting a cost- 
ly 14-month effort to wipe out the 
pest, previously found in largely 
residential areas south of San Fran- 
cisco, before it spread to the fertile 
San Joaquin Valley. That effort 
failed last Friday when the first wild 
Medfly was found in a valley apricot 
orchard.

Rumania could follow Poland

VIENNA (Reuter). — Nervous 
Western bankers believe Rumania 
may be the next Soviet bloc 'state to 
follow Poland and seek a delay in 
repaying Its substantial loans.

Teenagers prefer foreign goods

More Israeli teenagers prefer im- 
ported goods over locally manufac- 
. lured goods than do adults, despite 
efforts by Israeli manufacturers to

The study found that while 50 per 
cent of the population over 20 years 
of age believes sporting goods, toys 
and games manufactured locally are 
as good as foreign, imports, 73 per 
cent of 13- to 18-year-oids say (hey 
would rather buy. foreign-made 
goods. 

Tbe study noted that 59 per cent 
of Israeli adult consumers believe 
Israeli-processed foods are superior 
to foreign imports, but only 45 per 
ceht believe Israeli-made clothing 
and footwear compete favourably 
with imported appareL When buy- 
ing electrical appliances, 50 per 
cent prefer to buy & foreign make. 

The study used a sample popula- 


tion of about 1,000 adults and 
. youths, and was conducted by the 
Applied Research institute and the 
Institute of Communications at the 
Hebrew University.

World Bank sees stagnation 
as global poverty gap widens

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
Global economic growth in the 
1980s will at best be no better than 
in the 1970s and the gap between 
rich and poor nations will widen, 
the World Bank said in its recently 
published annual resort. 

if economic conditions 
deteriorate, the number of abject 
poor in the world could rise 12 per 
cent to 8S0 million by the end of the 
decade, the bank said. 

The dare tone of the bank's 192- 
page report was set in a covering 
letter by Robert McNamara who 
retired as the bank's president on 
July 1 .after serving for 13 years. He 
has been replaced by U.S. banker 
A.W. Clausen. 

“Even under the relatively op- 
timistic assumptions of this report's 
projections, the income gap 
between the richest and poorest 
countries will continue to increase. 
Under the low case, even ff the 
number of individuals living in ab- 
solute poverty will rise,” Mc- 
Namara said.

could prove significantly more pain- 
ful for some countries than the last 
10 years did, the bank said. 

The bank said prospects were 
best for the middle-income 
countries and worst for the low- 
income nations, particularly in 
Africa. 

Economic growth was likely to 
range between 4 per cent and 5.2 
per cent a year for the 60 middle- 
income countries, with growth rales 
pushing up to 8 per cent for some of 
the east Asian nations. 

_ But annual growth for the 36 
poorest countries was expected to 
be no better than 2.8 to 5 per cent 
and. in some cases. mighL even fall 
behind population growth. 

"Unless they (the poorest 
countries) receive more financial 
support, and quickly, their 
prospects are Weak,” the bank said. 

“The result can only be further 
deprivation in the poorest 
countries, several of which have 
already had declining per capita in- 
come during the 1970s.” .. 

The '.report' chastised some rich 
countries fpr a. growing reluctance 
to contribute to institutions tike the 
bank, which direct much of their 
resources to poor countries. 

."The level and outlook for 
(multilateral lending assistance) is 
cause for serious concern to the 
low-income countries” the report 
said. 

"In the United Stales, which is 
already one of the smallest donors 
in terms of the proportion of its 
GNP (gross national product), new 
budget proposals indicate future aid 
will be lower than had seemed 
probable a year ago." it added. 

"The United Kingdom has an- 
nounced cuts in previously planned 
programmes.” 

The bank said, however, that the 
Arab members of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) and the Scandinavian 
countries had kept their aid levels 
high and there was hope that Japan, 
West Germany, France, Italy and 
Switzerland would increase their 
contributions. 

The report concluded that the 
1980s could produce economic 
growth of 3.6 per cent for the 18 in- 
dustrial countries, if they continued 


to make necessary adjustments to 
their economies. 

But the bank said that if things 
went hudly. growth in the industrial 
countries could be small as 2.S 
per cent. 

In cither case, the bank said that 
the first half of the !9S’0s would 
prove less dynamic for the rich 
countries than the second half 
because they would still be digging 
out of recession. 

Tne annual report said prospects 
for oil-exporting nations should 
continue to improve during this 
decade, with growth ranging 
between 5.4 and 6.2 per cent. 

One of the major concerns voiced 
by the bank was the tendency of 
countries to readjust their 
economies by trimming social 
programmes such as education and 
health services. 

This, the bank said, would 
ultimately lead to even more 
poverty in the world over the long 
term. 

Despite the pessimistic tone of 
the report,, -Helen Hughes, head of 
the bank's “economic projections 
depart merit., told reporters: 
ing at the developing countries as a 
whole, even at the low-income 
levels, we see no threat of a general 
financial crisis.” 

Three countries, Senegal. Angola 
and Kenya, moved up from low- 
income status in last year's report to 
middle-income status this year. 

Angola's elevation resulted from 
improved oil development and 
Kenya's from the success of 
sounder economic policies. Some of 
Senegal's improvement was at- 
tributed to revisions of previous 
economic estimates. 

Bunk officials had high praise for 
some countries, such as China and 
India for their food programmes 
and L'ruguay for economic adjust- 
ments it has made. The bank was 
particularly impressed with the per- 
formance of some Asian countries, 
most notably Thailand. 

The report also reflected the im- 
pact-political events had on the 
.global economic scene this year. 
“From what we understand has 
been happening, the economy (of 
Afghanistan) has come to a com- 
plete standstill.” Hughes said. “We 
also have a major decline in Iran.”

Egypt seeks $670m. in credits from IMF 


Egypt is asking the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) for an ex- 
tended credit facility of 600 million 
special drawing rights (S670m.) 10 
offset an expected balance of pay- 
ments deficit. Finance Ministry 
sources said this week. 

Falling world oil prices have dim- 
med Egypt’s hopes of a trade sur- 
plus Tor two con&eculivc years. 

Preliminary talks with the IMF 
early iast year were overtaken in 
July 1980, when higher oil revenues, 
Suez Canal tolls and remittances 
from workers abroad pushed the 


balance of payments for 1980-81 
into- the black for the first lime in 
more than 20 years. 

But western economic analysts 
forecast a deficit this financial year, 
with Egypt's price for lop-quaiiiy 
crude down to S33 a barrel, com- 
pared with 540.50 a year ago. and 
the country’s import bill rising 
sharply. 

Egypt and the IMF concluded a 
5720m. credit agreement in 1978. 
which collapsed when the Egyptian 
government broke borrowing limits 
set by the fund. 


China reports poor summer grain harvest

China’s summer grain crop total- 
led 60 million tonnes, three million 
tonnes more than Iasi year despite a 
fall in the area sown, the New China 
News Agency reported this week. 

But foreign agricultural sources 
said that the 1980 harvesL was un- 
usually poor, though exact figures 
had not been published, and that 
this year's crop was also disap- 
pointing. 

They noted that the record 1979 
summer harvest totalled 66.1 mil- 
lion tonnes, including 62 million 
tonnes of winter wheat alone. Apart 
from wheat, the Chinese summer 
harvest also consists of barley and 
beans. 

The sources said that given the 
poor summer crop, the chances of a 





good overall harvest were slim, 
though it could slightly exceed last 
year's mediocre 318.2 million ton- 
nes. 

The poor harvest was due to a 
prolonged drought in northern 
China that started soon after Lhe 
crop w-as sown lost autumn ar.d 
lasted until late June, they said 
I Reuter) 


Bankruptcy shuts down Austrian camera firm 


The Austrian camera company 
Eumig on Tuesday announced its 
bankruptcy and its inability to main- 
tain operations in its five factories 
where 3.000 workers are now facing 
unemployment. 

A spokesman for the company, 
producing mainly movie cameras, 
said that Eumig was incapable of 
paying hs debts amounting to 778 
million schillings' (S43m.) and 
therefore had to declare 
bankruptcy. 

The Eumig company, founded in 
1919 as a private enterprise, recent- 


ly developed increasingly serious 
problems which resulted in the 
refusal of the statc-O’*. -red Laender- 
bank to bail them cut. 

In 1978 the company went into 
the red, mainly as a result of com- 
petition from Japan. The Former 
owners had to hand over the 
business to Laenderbank. and a new 
management took over. 

But the new management got into 
even worse trouble after producing 
an underwater film camera that 
turned out to be a complete failure.

Japanese firm forecasts rising car sales... 


Industrialization by developing 
countries will help boost world de- 
mand for motor vehicles by 32 per 
cent by 1990 from levels two years 
ago, Toyota's sales company said on 
Tuesday in Tokyo. 

The forecast also assumes fairly 
moderale economic growth rales in 
the world and a balance in energy 
support and demand. 

The company, part of the biggest 
car .manufacturing concern in 
Japan, said 41 million of the total 54 
million vehicles required by the end. 
of the decade will be passenger cars, 
an increase of 30 per cent over 1979. 

It said the main growth areas will 
be in the Middle East. Central and 
South America and Africa w'here 
the number of vehicles on the road 



. w-ill. probably double by 1990, while 
the rate of growth 1m European and 
U.S. markets will slow down con- 
siderably. 

It added that by 1990. the number 
of vehicles on roads around the 
world will total 551 million, an in- 
crease of nearly 40 per cent over 
1979. (Reuter)

China announced Iasi week that 
an import-export company 
specializing in the communications 
and transport industries had opened 
for business.

The company would provide 
foreign shipowners with crewmen

The agency gave few other 
details, but the formation of the new 
company appeared to be part of 
China's effort to reduce the red tape 
which foreign businessmen often 
find to be a frustrating obstacle in 
trading with China.

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Conununal rift 


THE LAST ELECTION campaign highlighted, with often 
frightening effect, the rift between Sephardim and Ashkenazim 
within Israel's body politic. The polling experience did nothing to 
heal that rift: as the raucous session of the Labour Alignment's 
Knesset faction on Tuesday plainly showed, the condition of the 
patient today is no better, if not worse, than it was earlier this year. 

There is no question that the old establishment, of both the left and 
the right, bears a large share of the responsibility for the standing 
Sephardi complaint, which these days comes mainly From the North 
African group. Despite the prevalence of proportional representa- 
tion in the country 's elections. Sephardim are clearly not represented 
at (he highest le\els of decision-making in anything like due propor- 
tion to their numbers. EfTorts to remedy the situation have, 
moreover, sometimes met with wilful obstruction. 

One remedy is always readily available but is unacceptable: to 
grant automatic representation to communal grou(A within parties 
and associations according to their numerical strength, and regar- 
dless of individual merit. This, however, would be worse than the dis- 
ease. It would lead not to belter social integration but to the regular 
division of the Jewish People in their land along straight ethnic lines. 
Sephardim and Ashkenazim would then be properly represented, but 
they would also become as distinct as Flemings and Walloons in 
Belgium. 

If this is not the outcome desired by the rebellious North African 
caucus ! ; Labour's Knesset faction, they should think twice before 
repeating their threat of forming a separate North African — 
meaning, essentially. Moroccan — faction-within-a-faction. 

The caucus appears to be led by two first-termers. Rafi Edri, the 
seventh on the Alignment list last June 30. and Ra’anan Na'im. a 
backbencher. Their specific grievance on Tuesday had to do with 
alleged discrimination against North Africans, rather than Sephardim 
in general. It was that not a single North African — as opposed to. 
say. Yemenite. Kurd or Iraqi — had been nominated by the Align- 
ment to the two most prestigious committees. Finance and Foreign 
Affairs and Defence. 

It so happened that both Mr. Edri and Mr. Na'im felt fully 
qualified to serve on the Finance Committee, but failed to make it. 

Was discrimination of any kind, whether conscious or un- 
conscious. practised by anyone in this case? The man in charge of the 
appointments, faction chief Moshe Shahal, is himself Iraqi, which 
might be thought to give the lie to any allegation of communal pre- 
judice. But in fact it has been made only to support it: North Africans 
seem to resent what they view as an Iraqi pretension to lead the en- 
tire Sephardi contingent. 

Mr. Shahal's argument against Mr. Edri. reasonably enough, was 
that with the management of Shikun Ovdim still on his hands, he 
could not find the time for the Finance Committee's gruelling chores. 
As for Mr. Na'im, his public record so far does not yet indicate any 
particular fitness for the coveted post. 

There may. of course, be some reasonable argument in rebuttal as 
well. But Mr. Edri and Mr. Na'im apparently also thought it useful to 
elevate their personal frustrations to the rank of a full-fledged 
political ideology. The party, claimed Mr. Na'im. had lost the elec- 
tion because it appeared loo dovish, anti-religious — and Ashkenazi. 
Mr. Na’im himself would have none of this Ashkenazi “gefilie fish." 
It nauseated him. 

Had such a well-rehearsed outburst been played in reverse by 
some Ashkenazi politician, it would doubtless have drawn, not the 
gentle rap it received from another first-termer. Naftali Blumenthal, 
that it was “not nice." but the sternest reprimand — coupled with the 
suggestion that the author was perhaps in the wrong party. The 
legacy of the past still weighs heavily on the mind of the nation, 
however, and Mr. Na'im was let off with nary a scratch. 

Like many others in the North African group, and in the entire 
Sephardi community. Mr. Na'im may have justified gripes. But his 
way of articulating them and the added threat, by Mr. Edri, that they 
might both set up shop for themselves, should be seen as another sign 
of a contemporary syndrome which ought to be remedied, but is no 
cause for caving in. 

For that would be a prescription for turning a painful tifT into a 
permanent split in the ranks, the party’s as well as the nation’s. 


Not a man of honour 


HAD HE BEEN a man of honour. Cabinet Secretary Arye Naor 
would not have taken cover behind the Civil Service Commissioner's 
failure to suspend him pending the completion of proceedings against 
him. due to start in two months’ time, on charges of leaking confiden- 
tial information to cartoonist Ra'anan Lurie. Nor would he have 
sought shelter in the refusal of Premier Menachem Begin, who had 
appointed him to the post, to recommend to him that he step down. 

He would, like a man of honour, have taken a leave of absence for 
the duration. Being who he is, Mr. Naor. although he is being ac- 
cused by Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir of nothing less than con- 
duct, unbecoming a civil servant, has decided to do nothing of the 
kind. He is carrying on. 

Mr. Naor's own explanation is that he still enjoys the confidence.of 
the premier and of the cabinet as a whole — and that the charges 
against him are in any event puny, and that the worst he could get is a 
reprimand. But that plainly is something far the disciplinary court yet 
to decide. By removing himself now- from the cabinet and from the 
public eye — no great loss, after all, as Mr. Begin has already, since 
the flap with Mr. Lurie, practically taken over Mr. Naor's duties as 
announcer of cabinet decisions — Mr. Naor would have struck a 
blow for ethics in the service of the government, innocent as he 
surely is until proven guilty. 

There is just one really good reason for Mr. Naor to act the way he 
does. A cabinet minister is to face a court next month on charges of 
fraud that make Mr. Naor's worst conceivable offences pallid by 
comparison. If Aharon Abuhatzeira. the minister for labour and 
social affairs, and absorption, can be allowed to go on with his work 
until and even through the trial, there is no reason why the cabinet 
secretary should not be permitted to do likewise. 

For an obvious reason, however. Mr. Naor is not including this 
among his explanations.

For many years, HIAS and the 
J DC, which relocate dropouts who 
refuse to travel to Israel on their 
Israeli visas, have assisted only 
those emigrants who have official 
referral slips from the Jewish 
Agency. 

Until yesterday, the agency 
automatically gave referral slips to 
all who asked for them — thus 
becoming a kind of travel agency 
for noshrim and passively acquiesc- 
ing to their decision not to settle in 
Israel. 

Now, only those Soviet Jews who 
have a spouse, children or parents 
in the U.S, will be aided in settling 
there with HIAS and JDC help. 
These agencies have a long-standing 
agreement with Israel not to resettle 
those lacking Jewish Agency refer- 

rals. . 

Although HIAS and JDC, along 
with leaders of the Council of

American Jewish organizations derive their power from their 
association with Israel, and so Israel should exert more influence 
on what they do, writes CHARLEY J. LEVINE. 
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THE BAGHDAD strike. Bombs in 
Beirut. Stoppage of F-16 deliveries 
to Israel. Sadat's summit with Presi- 
dent Reagan. Prime Minister 
Begin's impending visit to 
Washington and the White House 
push for Saudi A WACS. Each event 
finds top Jewish leaders and profes- 
sional aides trooping up to the state- 
ly penthouse suite at 515 Park 
Avenue in New York where the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations 
usually meets, hammering out 
’’consensus" positions whose 
blandness bom of forced unanimity 
is preferred to clearer statements 
which two or three of the 
Conference's 30-plus members 
might object to. 

The re-inauguration of an 
avowedly Jewish government in 
Jerusalem provides the perfect op- 
portunity for a reassessment of the 
organizational status quo quintes- 
sential ly represented by the Presi- 
dents* Conference. Whether Mr. 
Begin knows it or not, Zionism has 
conquered the Jewish community to 
a degree beyond what even Herzl 
had in mind. The centrality of Israel 
in Jewish life has assumed a priori 
status, contested by almost no one, 
certainly no one with significant 
Jewish influence. 

The most dyed-in-the-wool 
patriotic American non-Zionst Jew 
— and many of these grace the 
deliberations of the Presidents* 
Conference, Council of Jewish 
Federations and other umbrella 
bodies — would resign before chal- 
lenging Israel's centrality, if for no 
other reason than that the organiza- 
tion he or she represented at the 
time would not permit public 
heresy. Down to the smallest com- 
munity, fund-raisers build their 
United Jewish Appeal pitch on 
Israel's needs, soft-pedalling far less 
popular, or saleable, local social 
service agencies, hospitals that are 
“Jewish" in name only and any 
number of inter-communal, inter- 
faith projects. 


POWER IN. organized Jewish .life 
comes from Israel. No matter how 
wealthy a local Jewish personality 
is. nor how intellectually novel or 
religiously inspiring, he will not gain 
communal influence if he publicly 


opposes the concept of Israeli 
centrality. This is why some 
organizations whose leaders despise 
Begin never let loose with barrages 
they might like to unleash. 

They claim their unity is based on 
love of Israel and an aversion to 
demonstrating disharmony — all 
true — but the ultimate reason for 
holding their tongues is far more 
parochial: To openly criticize Israel 
is tantamount to alienating one's 
organization from its most impor- 
tant source of influence. Since 
Jewish organizations are tangential, 
if important, players on the stage of 
U.S.-Israel relations, no . sensitive 
While House or Pentagon would 
proffer honour or invitations to a 
body that Jerusalem deemed a 
pariah- 

Surprisingly, many Jewish 
organizations have few Of any) 
members. Clout has no logical 
proportion to membership lists. 
They do have well-oiled, profitable 
tourist department operations and 
highly paid staffs, tail just not many 
members. Then what is the source 
of their influence? The status quo of 
Israei-J ewish American relations. 
No Israel government has yet 
mustered the hutzpa to ask embar- 
rassing questions, such as “Why are 
you here to see the Prime Minister 
when you represent at most 20,000 
of America’s six million Jews and 
were elected by no more than 50 of 
them?" The actors were frozen in 
1948 — what existed then, exists to- 
day in organizational life. New- 
comers need not apply. 

Not all organizations are skimpy 
on membership, and a parallel fact 
exists for most of those who do 
claim significant numbers: The 
grass roots is much more strident, 
much less headline-sensitive than 
the leaders who huddle periodically 
to commiserate in that Manhattan 
meeting room. Dedicated though 
they are, it does not lake more than 
15 minutes in a Presidents' 
Conference session to realize that 
these earnest folks are abjectly out 
of touch with the masses of Jews in 
Fiaibush and . Rive rd ale, _ not .. to 
Speak of the Jews dF Houston, 
Boston, Tampa or San Francisco. 
Rather, they are obsessed with that 
morning's critical New York Times 
editorial. 


Legitimacy in the end comes 
from Israel's acceptance of an 
organization's claims that it is what 
it purports to be. Israel could easily 
lei the emperor know he's bare, but 
so far the power to reshape 
Diaspora priorities has never been 
wielded. 


HERE ARE two pragmatic sugges- 
tions that a review of relations 
might consider; 

• Israel should formulate a priority 
list of organizations that are in fact 
doing tremendously positive things 
for Israel. Such a list would range 
from the effective Anti-Defamation 
League and American-lsrael Public 
Affairs Committee to the massive 
Hadassah and the ideoiogically- 
fpeused Zionist Organization of 
America, extending perhaps even to 
the outreach-oriented Habad and 
the public -affairs conscious Young 
Israel synagogue movement. 

These would become the foci of 
official Israeli attention, not the 
paper tiger “defence" agencies 
whose glory shone and burned out 
long ago. The leaders of the new 
core would be the ones privileged to 
private consultations with the prime 
minister and cabinet, and they 
would be urged to undertake special 
projects in the U.S. which are today 
performed by the old inner hub. No 
one would be or should be shut out 
from Jewish organizational life, but 
there is every logical imperative 
that those closest to Zionist policies 
should be strengthened arid 
favoured. 

• Israel should assert its priorities 
more strongly than in recent years. 
The government's position on Rus- 
sian “drop-outs" must not get lost in 
a sea of committee-bound pet- 
tifoggery. If Israel needs Jews, then 
let the prime minister summon 10 
top leaders to his office and say, 
“Ladies and gentlemen, 1982 must 
be a year of supreme aliya en- 
courageiqent.” 

If he seriously presses this theme, 
we will reap the benefits. Let him 
tell Jewish leaders to set the exam- 
ple of learning Hebrew arid bolster- 
ing their own Jewish identity 
through study. , 

Finally, if the enshrined 
“consensus" arrived at by the 
“Establishment" is only 70 or 80 per 
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cent of Israel's needs at any given 
point, then let it be dear that the 
people of- Israel who stand on the 
front lines expect nothing less th»n 
100 per cent support. Anything less 
than thai;must be returned to the 
drawing board. 


WILL THIS new approach worsen 
the condition of American Jewry? 
Will it harm fund-raising? It is 
precisely because immigration 
could not be weaker, nor assimila- 
tion and alienation more 
debilitating, that urgent action to 
get the greatest Diaspora com- 
munity onto a solid Zionist path is 
demanded. It is also a safe bet that 
for every ruffled feather and with- 
held cheque, there wfll inevitably be 
another (or perhaps 10 others) 
ready to stand up and be counted, 
galvanized by this stirring mobilhai- 
tion of American Jews. We should 
not even entertain the notion that 
the nominal income received by the 
Jewish Slate via fuxxi-rmsmg can 
justify the continued doldrums of 
Israel-Jewish American relations — 
especially in the face of the 
overwhelming dilution and evapora- 
tion of Jewish America. 

Are American Zionists capable c t 
rising to the challenge? Most of the 
self-professed Zionist bodies are In- 
deed weak, and true, thcoa is aire- 
quently paled Zionism. But we must 
remember that they are orphans, 
cut off from the non-idcotogical 
fund-raisers (who bankroll such 


defence agencies as the Ameri 
Jewish Committee and 3 
American Jewish Congress, but 
the Zionist organizations), > 
simultaneously locked out of the 
ner sanctum of policy-making t 
in the US. and in Israel. Nun 
them and they will flourish. T 
will hire the best professionals, r 
will develop the spirited new 
preaches to bring them to cer 
stage. They wOl become new c 
duits for the committed once i 
clear that they are where the “ 
lion** is. Let the American Zior 
Federation and the World Zior 
Oiganization-American Section 
their jobs not in spite of Israel but 
the recognized purveyors of t 
Israeli spirit, of Zionism. 


Finally, wilt the government e' . 
consider such a fundamental re 
sessment? Probably hoi. Relatu 
with the Diaspora are hardly 
priority, mentioned onlyperiphei 
iy if at all in the coalition agreem 
and the government's Hu of wo 
mg principles. But if the gove 
ment, which never fails to dec! 
its Zionist intentions, takes i: 
seriously at all, there is no more 
ting place 4o begin to prove it ft 
with a soul-searching reassess rot 
of Israel- American Jewish relalia
